Clifford J. Kamen was born in 1913, son of a Chicago industrialist. In his 
early childhood he travelled very extensively with his parents, and before leaving 
grade school he had already been once around the wor^-d and visited in 25 foreign 
countries. Mr. Kamen was given his first movie camera when he was 13 and travel- 
ling in Egypt. From that time on he has carefully filmed a thorough documentation 
of his jooirneys. Before leaving University he had added another 10 foreign lands 
to his experiences.

Formal academic 
training included all the usual liberal arts fundamentals, but in addition, a very 
wide variety of elective courses gave him a working knowledge of Psychology, Geolo- 
gy, Botany, Astronomy and many other sciences, with a strong emphasis placed upon 
world history, economics and sociology. 

Mr. Kamen has also enjoyed many years of intensive art studies at _t-ie Chicago 
tJje.,Chi4a3.gQ-Academx„Pil.Zilie^Art§. This highly specialized train- 
ing is reflected, not only in the excellent composition -and color of his photog- 
graphy, but also in the unique and highly desc riptive animated maps, vriiich have 
beco me an identifying feature of, Mr. Kamen' s prpgrama, and an accepted standard for 
travel-film producers. 

Upon leaving University, Mr. Kamen spent ten years in the business world, ad- 
vancing to executive position in a Chicago manufactxiring company, and later with a 
California contracting firm and shipbuilding company. In 1945 he decided to return 
to his greater interest, foreign travel, photography, and' art work. This unusual 
departure from previous activities met with instant success. Upon entering the 
field of travel-film production, all his previous training, talents and experiences 
became perfectly focussed. Today Mr. Kamen has the excellent reputation of being 
one of the leading travel-film producers in the United States. By now his travels 
have carried him to 41 foreign_.cpuntries, most of which have been visited' Vn ^ 
several occasions. 

In addition to his film-lecture presentations, Ifc. Kam en regu larly s uppl ies 
photographs to such outstanding publications" as National 'Ceographic 
Magazine. Perhaps the greatest tribute to Mr. Kamen 's abilities as a fine photo- 
grapher and documentarian, is M^recognitipn_by.. tJie..JEn,czclppedia Brittanica Films 
Lac. He is one of the very few independent film producers accredited to procJuce” ' 
educational and class-room films for school and television distribution by that 
organization. 

At the present time Mr. Kamen lives in Southern California. His wife. Bunny, 
accompanies him on nearly all filming expeditions, and his son and daughter also 
travel with their parents when school permits. Now with both children in Univer- 
sity, their travelling is curtailed slightly, but their interests still parallel 
those of their father in photography, art, and travel.
